BELCONNEN  SOCCER  CLUB

The  Belconnen  Soccer  Club  whose  boys 
serve  as  ball  boys  and  guard  of  honour 
today  was  formed  in  1969  soon  after  the 
opening  of  the  first  suburbs  in  the  area  as 
a  district-based  organisation  with  the  inten¬ 
tion  of  offering  football  to  players  of  all 
ages  and  standards. 

It  was  hoped  that  with  a  broad  based 
junior  structure,  enough  local  talent  would 
be  forthcoming  over  the  years  to  produce 
senior  teams  which  can  compete  success¬ 
fully  with  the  established  ethnically-based 
clubs  and  give  soccer  a  wider  district  appeal 
and  support. 

In  spite  of  the  lack  of  success  in  this 
direction  to  date,  this  philosophy  is  still 
considered  correct  and  for  that  reason,  the 
club  has  remained  a  single  unit  in  spite  of 
becoming  numerically  by  far  the  biggest 
club  in  the  A.C.T.  Junior  League  —  and 
perhaps  in  Australia.  From  its  beginning 
nine  years  ago  when  it  fielded  three  junior 
teams,  the  club  now  has  74  junior  teams 


between  under  7  and  under  17.  Not 
surprisingly  perhaps,  the  club  has  been  the 
most  successful  in  the  Junior  League,  it 
has  won  the  Club  Championship  every 
year  since  its  inception. 

Two  of  the  ex-presidents  of  the  club 
are  well  known  personalities  associated 
with  football  in  the  A.C.T.  -  Rod  Jory 
and  David  Dillon.  Another  erstwhile  presi¬ 
dent  who  will  undoubtedly  make  a  large 
contribution  to  the  development  of  soccer 
in  A.C.T.  is  Ken  Carter  who  is  presently  a 
Vice-President  of  the  A.C.T.  Soccer  Federa¬ 
tion. 

On  a  lesser,  but  equally  important  scale, 
the  unselfish  and  willing  contribution  of 
the  managers  and  coaches  of  junior  teams 
in  the  club  and  should  be  gratefully  acknow¬ 
ledged  —  without  them  there  would  be  no 
junior  soccer.

Corison  Comments 


There  has  been  much  speculation  in  the 
Press  and  around  the  town,  on  ways  and 
means  of  Canberra  City  improving  its  play¬ 
ing  strength  for  1979  —  an  absolute  must 
of  course  if  City  is  to  match  it  with  the  so- 
called  leading  clubs. 

Here  are  my  thoughts  for  Canberra  City's 
administration  and  supporters. 

(a)  a  player  development  fund  be  instituted 
immediately  whose  sole  purpose  is  to  get 
three  top  players  for  City.  If  500  of  the 
really  dedicated  Canberra  supporters  put 
up  $100  donation  each,  the  Club  will  have 
the  funds  to  get  three  top  players  including 
two  strikers. 

(b)  The  Promotions  Committee  ought  to 
be  planning  now  for 

(i)  increased  gate  charges,  but  allow  a 
generous  discount  on  family  season 
tickets  for  1979,  and  start  selling  them 
for  Christmas  presents  now; 

(ii)  more  lavish  promotional  days  at 
Bruce,  with  greater  involvement  of  the 
minor  amateur  sports; 


(iii)  increased  bus  services; 

(iv)  better  TV  coverage,  with  the  Philips 
Top  Soccer  Show  being  broadcast  mid¬ 
week  in  addition  to  Sunday  afternoons.
